Many babies are too young to get
certain vaccines. Vaccinate people around these babies to protect them from disease. People who should
get flu and whooping cough vaccines are:

Pregnant women (protection is passed on from mother to baby)

Parents, grandparents, and household members including brothers and sisters

Babysitters and out-of-home caregivers including daycare workers

Health care personnel in hospitals and clinics
